ſtrength, thatthe Princcs armies, and troupes of ar- 
med mendid caſily-march and paſſe oycrir,yhen 8 
ſo oftenas they pleaſed, The like bridge hee hadalſo 
madefrom the wall byNimweghen, ouerto the 0- 
ther wal orland (ide,leading toward Araham,boch 
which bridges are fortified with ſconcesattheend, 
ſo thatthere was no caſte way to: comenmorthem : 
 dotweenewhichheththat Towne of Hoflen;where

ceiuing that the bridge leading into the Valew was

. medaries, which being well manned, camecarly in 
the morning forceably with Sea and Tide, and 
beate vppon the bridge with great labour, forti;e 
ſpaceaf foure howers rogether, in which time they 
had broken, cut, andſawed the ſame in (under : this 
done, the force of the ſea tore the reſtof the bridge 
In picces : by. meanes whereof the Graue Maurice 
hath now free paſſage with his forces to paſſe vpto 
Nimweghenby theriuer, ſotharthe Prince of Par- 
ma finding his holde weakened, was conſtrained to 
flic tro Nimweghen, where {(ince his comming hee 
hath taken from.chemal their armour,and'weapons 
of defence; and delinered the (ame into the cuſtodie 
of hisownefoldionts , who are ioyned in equallitie 
with the princpall ſuruciors and gouernors of thar 
Cittie. The Princes armie and the Graue Maurices, 
do now lie within three Engliſh miles one of an 0- 
ther, anditisſuppoſed char their armics haue metre 
and foughttogether beforethis time, whereof you 
ſhall have cerraine intelligence by thenext Pot. 
After thathis excellencic had recciued this good 
ſucceſſc ouer his enemies, hee with his forces gaue 
thankes vnto Almighty God, which done, they re-

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Vpon which day,his excellencies forces hautng 
intelligence by ſome ſcoutcs appertaining to their 
army, that the Prince of Parmas tenne Coronets of - 
horſemen were at hand,yet ſecretly ambuſhr, yarill 
ſome troupes of foormen ſhould haue come vp to 
them, prepared themſclues to fight , ſetting them 
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ſclues in battellray,and ſo marched forwards. 


_ ThePrince of Parma,by reaſon he ſaw the Graue 
Maurice his company growe & increaſe ſtil in grea- 
ter multitude, was reſolued to bid his excellencie 


_ barcell, thinking that ifhe ſhould notdo it,his pow- 


er wouldin ſhort ſpace grow mightier than his, yet 
not meaning to aduertife him thereof,but what hee 
did ſhould be onthe ſnddaine, to the ende he might 


_ take the greater aduauntage of his excellencie, and 


£0 that end he prepared theſe Corners ofhorſemen, 
who being placed.in an ambulh, was commaunded 
to keepe filence, andnor beſcene vntillthefootmen 
were come vato them, which were preparing with 
all ſpeed; atwhattimetheſe horſemen ſhould ſud- 
dealy haue come vpon the forces ofthe Graue Mau- 
rice, andina moment to haue wrought the ſpoile & 
ouerthraw of them:ajl:Butof this policike pretence 
he was meerely defeated, forhisexcellencic having 
perfe& knowledge of their ſtrength, andplace bf 4+ 
bode,did forthwith fet vpon them in moſt couragi- 
ous ſort, which was at Betue, and therelike ven- -
